ENGLAND TAKES OVER 
ENTIRE COTTON CROP 
OF AUSTRALIA, REPORT 


SAN FRANCISCO. Jan. 
31.—Eng­ 
land has taken over the entire cotton 
supply of Australia. 
An embargo, lifted overnight by the 
Australian 
government, was >made 
doubly effective within the past few 
weeks by the act of the imperial gov­ 
ernment, and the big American firms 
have been cheated out of tremendous 
purchases. 
This was the Information brought 
today by 
Alfred 
Whetstone, cotton 
buyer for a New York corporation. 
Whetstone had a contract to make 
huge purchases in Australia after re­ 
ceiving a tip that the embargo was to 
be lifted. 
He rushed to Sydney, but 
found the embargo lifting was a sub­ 
terfuge for England to grab the entire 
outptit.

TOLEDO, O., Jan. 31—Police and 
the courts of Toledo are enforcing a 
city ordinance that permits the fining 
or imprisonment of a man though no 
specific offense is proved against him. 
" Clyde Arnold, 22, arrested on sus­ 
picion of taking part in a holdup, was 
found guilty of being a “known thief” 
and fined $25 and costs.
